Priority 



1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. On page 9, line 9, "hub 3" was corrected to recite - hub 31-. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4, 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bressler et al (5,466,223). 

Bressler et al disclose a needle assembly comprising a hollow needle (21); a needle hub 
(27) having an inner lumen in communication with the inside of the needle; a needle protector 
(37) having an elongated rod-shaped main body and a needle tip protector part (40); a relatively 
rectangular needle hub cover which can be modify by those of ordinary skills in this art to be a 
cylindrical needle cover (31) having an inner channel (33) accommodating the needle (21) and 
needle tip protection part (41); the needle hub and needle hub cover each having such a shape to 
form a side hole (32). It would have been obvious for one skilled in this art to change the shape

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of the needle cover to be cylindrical needle cover since most components of the needle assembly 
are cylindrical in nature. 



5. Claims 5, and 7-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
